Arrangements  have  been  made,  when  necessary,  for  the  detatting  of  sliips 
by  means  of  Hydrogen  Cyanide  to  be  oarried  out  by  a oommeroial  oontraotor, 
Messrs.  Hivey  Fumigation  Co.,  Ltd.,  15  Cheapaide,  Liverpool. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  oarry  out  any  rat-proofing  of  ships 
during  the  year.
